rickshas plying for hire in Hong- 
kong and on the mainland, their 
number has been, reduced by near- 
‘ly fifty per cent. during the past 
ten years, Further reductions 
are to be effected by the Govern- 
ment at the end of this year, all 
of which is causing the farmers 
anxiety. . 


Ricksha-Hire Rate. 


Coming from Hoifung, Lukfuny 
und Waichow on the Last River 
district, the coolies, who for the 
most part speak. the Punti and 
Hoklo dialect, come to Hongkong, 
vwhere, after. securing their 
licences two of them approach a 
local ricksha farmer with o view 

« to hiring 4 vehicle. Ghould they 
deal direct with the farmer, they 
will pay 64 cents per day between 
them for‘the ricksha. A 24-hour 
day igs allowed, the two men cach 
doing a shift of 12 hours, 

The success of their trade de- 

‘pends very much ‘on the weather, 
rainy days’ being welcomed as a 

* gure sign of increased business. 

. On the average, however, each 
will earn from $2 to $2.50 per 
day, upon which income they 

’ manage to live fairly comfortably. 
Their biggest expense, after: pay-. 
ing for the hire of the ricksha, is 
food, which generally costs them 
between 50 and 70 cents a day. 
Clothes provide small worry and 
call for infin{tesimal expense. 

Contrary, perhaps to the gen- 
era] impression, the coolics do not 
sleep outdoors, but enjoy their 

‘own lodging -houses, ‘some of

’ Point and Staunton Street, where 
some fifty of them gather together 
under the.same roof, this shelter 
costing . them about one dollar 
each per month.
